PARIS, Sept. 26.—Slight gains made 
by the allies’ left wing w ere reported 
in the Bordeaux w ar office bulletin 
received a t 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
T he w ar office stated th at the hardest 
fighting still prevails in the territory 
betw een the rivers Oise and Somme. 
The fighting today along the Oise 
was the fiercest of the war, according 
to advices received today from the 
front. 
A fter shelling the allies with 
terrible effect,

such w eight that the allies were driven 
back. 
It is claimed that the allies, 
being reinforced, counter-attacked, re­ 
gaining their position. 
The m ilitary au th o rities 
reported 
hand to hand fighting today in the a t­ 
tacks on the German rigut. 
T he Ger­ 
m ans have dashed th e first and second 
lines of their reserves against the 
allies’ front, it was stated, and French 
G eneral Joffre is heavily reinforcing 
the allies. Experts declare th a t a Ger­ 
man defeat a t that point would force 
a general retirem ent of the Teutons, 
but th a t victory would im peril the al­ 
lies’ lines everywhere. 
It is im pos­ 
sible to approxim ate the losses, but 
all reports say that there are many 
corpses in .the river and

in the sessions of 1911 and 1913 and 
denounced

was having a series of convulsions.

Schmitt orated and howled the most 
were the Railroad Commission 
act,

In other words, 
if a hank had not already issued that 
amount of currency under the old plan 
it could not benefit under the new. 
The provision was Inset led in the 
old Aldrich-Vreeland act as much to 
protect the market value of the gov­ 
ernment bonds as anything. 
It was 
to encourage the banks of the coun­ 
try to hold 40 per cent of their cap­ 
ital and surplus in government bonds, 
so that they could Issue currency by 
them, and be in a position to take 
advantage of the new currency plan. 
This, however, did not suit many of 
the larger banks of the country, par­ 
ticularly those of New York, which 
thought that the 
purchase of large 
blocks of low interest bearing govern­ 
ment bonds, the value of which was 
realized to be declining, would be a 
poor investment. 
Their judgment in 
this respect has been justified by a 
substantial decrease in the price of 
bonds, which did not encourage other 
banks to buy them. In an emergency, 
however, these banks 
found 
them­ 
selves shut off from the opportunity 
to issue currency under the Aldrich- 
Vreeland plan. To relieve them, Con­ 
gress has removed this restriction, 
It la a m atter of some debate whe­ 
ther another step which congress took 
at the same time—that of permitting 
state banks to issue currency -under 
the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill 
if 
they 
would agree to join the federal re­ 
serve board later—accomplished any­ 
thing. 
It is the opinion of the treas­ 
ury department that another amend­ 
ment or act will have to be passed to 
fake care of the situation. 
It seems 
that in permitting state banks and 
trust companies to issue currency un­ 
der the 
Aldrich-Vreeland 
bill, con­ 
gress neglected to repeal an old mea­ 
sure which was designed to restrict 
to national banks the business of is­ 
suing currency not put out by the 
government direct. 
This 
imposed a 
tax of IO per cent on all currency is­ 
sued by banks other than national 
banks. 
Naturally, some persons in 
authority contend, unless this is re­ 
pealed there will be very little issu­ 
ing of emergency currency under the 
terms of the Aldrich-Vreeland hill by 
state banks or trust companies. 
Another measure which was intro­ 
duced by Senator Owen would raise 
the proportion of its unimpaired cap­ 
ital and surplus which a bank might 
loan on commercial paper and still 
remain in the reserve system from 
30 per cent to 75 per cent, while an 
accompanying amendment 
makes it 
clear that bills of exchange or dom­ 
estic or foreign 
acceptances having 
not more than three months to run 
may be construed as commercial pa­ 
per. 
This is the most important am­ 
endment of all from the view point 
of the cotton states, for whom it was 
especially written. 
Under this amendment the banks 
can loan the farmers on their ware­ 
house receipts, transformed into bills 
of exchange, up to 75 per cent of the 
unimpaired capital and surplus of all 
the banks in the south, virtually. 
t To take care still further of the 
southern situation, Senator Owen also 
introduced an amendment which will 
allow to enter the federal 
reserve 
system banks in towns of not more 
than 3000 inhabitants which have a 
capital of only $15,000, Under the or­ 
iginal act, the minimum capital re­ 
quirements were those formerly re­ 
quired of national banks, ami $25,000 
was the smallest capital upon which 
any bank could enter. Again this plan 
would aid the cotton farmers, since 
a remarkably large proportion of the 
banking capital of the south is in 
state banks and trust companies in 
very small towns, where the banks, as 
a result, are very small themselves. 
These amendments, 
however, 
have 
met the approval of the federal re­ 
serve board because 
they 
think it 
would not only be of benefit to the 
south, but that 
the 
bringing in of 
these small banks would be a source 
of strength to the federal reserve sys 
tem Itself, enormously increasing in 
the aggregate Its capital and strength 
With the further- idea of bringing 
more banks Into 
the 
system than 
would otherwise come in, and of mak 
lug possible, through this means, the 
issuing of still more emergency cur 
rency where it might be needed, Sen 
ator Owens is urging another amend 
ment which would extend the time in 
which the banks can pay for their 
stock in the federal reserve banks 
which under the plan they would be 
required to buy. 
This would lessen 
the financial strain upon the banks at 
this time aud prevent the liquidating 
of many of the present assets of the 
banks in order to pay their stock in 
the reserve institutions.

point grade was adopted for the time 
being at least, date for ruling of this 
grade being effective from November 
I to April I, at which time it is intend­ 
ed to drop the rating to a critical 90- 
point score over the summer months 
to November again. 
It was claimed 
by those who 
favored 
the 
higher 
score that the 90-point proposition ex­ 
cluded large quantities of the best 
butter, and opened the market to in­ 
ferior quality stock which could be of­ 
fered as the best. 
The market here 
remained at 26 cents, being in no way 
affected by the change in grading. In 
San Francisco the quotations rule at 
28 cents. 
Receipts for the day were 
24,940 pounds. 
Egg prices reverted to 36 cents on 
case count. While going higher here, 
the northern market dropped to 41 
cents. 
Receipts of locals amounted 
to only 148 cases. 
The northern cheese market was un­ 
steady, and a decline of M cent was 
registered on new full cream stock. 
Eastern varieties moved freely, and 
were unchanged in value. 
Because of the light receipts of po­ 
tatoes through the week, the major­ 
ity being shipped right through the 
city where carloads were called for, 
the market has shown a little better 
tone for several days past, and a rise 
of a few cents may be possible. Only 
810 sacks were received. Onion arriv­ 
als were 343 sacks.
